containers of polluted coffee were 
found beside the poisoned watch­ 
man. 
Police 
tonight 
were 
seeking 
James Baker, 22, former employe 
at 
the 
laboratory. 
The 
poison 
which police believe 
killed 
the 
watchman 
apparently 
had 
been 
taken from the only unlabeled con­ 
tainer in the place. 
Revenge In a 
grudge waa suggested aa a motive 
for the crime. 
The killing occurred during the 
night and was revealed about day­ 
break 
when 
Elmer Mayhew, a 
truck driver, and his helper, Ches­ 
ter MaCauley, both of Baltimore, 
wriggled from the bonds Into which 
they walked when they arrived at 
the plant with a load of tear gas 
from Baltimore. 
As

reconstructed 
the 
m ovements of the marauder, he 
had stood with pointed pistol over 
Henry Caw, 29, the watchman and

Loot la Uncovered. 
With the Depere man, who La- 
Duke said was intoxicated, at the 
w |eel of LADuke’e car, they drove 
to Suamico at the spot where the 
men had abandoned 
the car of 
Thelis Noel, assistant cashier of 
the bank, in which they had es­ 
caped. 
Then LaDuke said they un­ 
covered the loot and returned to 
Green Bay. 
In the basement of 
the Green Bay boy’s home, LaDuke 
said, the two robbers divided the 
money. 
LaDuke said he took none of the 
money but met the two men the 
next afternoon. 
They offered him 
1200 and when he refused to take 


it tho Green Bay may drew a .45 
calibre revolver and, 
holding 
it 
menacingly said, “If you think you 
can stay here and squeal, it’s Juwt 
too bad for you." 
The next morning, LaDuke said, 
he and tile Depere man left town, 
going to Fond du I-ac and Madison, 
then to Kansas City and finally to 
Hanger, Texas, 125 miles from tho 
Mexican border. 
There, laiDuke 
said, the Depere mail becume in­ 
toxicated at a dance and LaDuke 
said he robbed the m an’s clothes 
and returned to Green Bay, arriv 
lug Christmas eve. 
Story Partly Corroborated. 
Upon his arrival he told Ills story 
to John Greenwood, p ro p rieto r, of 
the garage where he worked, and 
then gave himself 
up 
to 
police. 
His employer corroborated part of 
LjuDuke's story. 
He suld one of 
the men called at the garage at 9 
p, rn. after the robbery and wanted 
to rent a car, but Greenwood re 
fused when he noticed 
the 
man 
bad been drinking. 
The man then 
inquired for laiDuke, and G reen­ 
wood told h'm lie was at a dance. 
Tile man left. 
Earlier In tile eve­ 
ning, Greenwood said, LaDuke ren t­ 
ed a car to go to a dance. 
I^aDuke is held without charge 
while search continues for the two 
men 
he 
Implicated. 
Tile Green 
Bay man was on parole, having 
been convicted or robbery of a 
warehouse. 
Both he and the De­ 
pere man have served sentences in 
the reformatory and county jail. 


Washington, Dec. 27—(ZP) - S u r ­ 
geon General Cumming said today 
that he viewed the influenza situ­ 
ation as "serious” 
and 
believed 
there was “every indication’’ that 
the outbreak will spread through 
the Atlantic states. 
He added that 
deaths this year from the disease 
might exceed 15,000. 
Deaths in the 1918 epidemic, how­ 
ever, were 600,000 in excess of the 
normal num ber from the disease. 
In 1920 there were 100,000 excess 
deaths, and in 1926, between 15,000 
and 20,000. 
The surgeon general also declar­ 
ed there was possibility of a sec­ 
ond and more severe wave of the 
epidemic later in the winter. 
He 
unphasized. however, the mildness 
of the type of the disease now 
prevalent, and the 
apparent 
ab ­ 
sence of complications. 
“ There is every indication, as I 
see it,” Dr. Cumming said, “that 
the epidemic will spread through 
the Atlantic states as it has gone 
through the west. 
This seems to 
be a typic al influenza epidemic, aud 
it is similar to the 1918 outbreak 
in the mildness of the first cases.” 
Epidemic Is Serious. 
The surgeon general substanti­ 
ated public health 
officers’ 
esti­ 
m ate of a million and a quarter 
new cases in the United State* 
during (He, week ended December 
22. 
N oting reports of 58 cities to 
the census bureau, 
showing 
710 
deaths, compared with 475 deaths 
in 62 cities for the previous week, 
he said the mortality 
rate 
was 
meeting expectations of large ad­ 
vances in deaths ae the number of 
cases increases. 
“The death rate now is low in 
proportion to the number of cases,” 
he added, “aud consequently I see 
no reason for public alarm. 
How­ 
ever. any epidemic so widespread 
as this one is serious." 
The estim ate of a million and a 
quarter cases was based on 210,562 
cases actually reported today from 
all but seven states. 
Tins figure 
included estim ates for Iowa and 
Kentucky.

BOARD WOULD 
NAME SHERIFF 


Proposal Would Abolish 
Election of Officer 
by People 


That a movement Is again under 
way to secure the enactment of 
legislation, providing for the ap­ 
pointment of sheriffs by the county 
hoards of supervisors Instead of by 
the people in popular elect ^ was 
disclosed at the meeting of the 
Delta county board of supervisors 
yesterday. 
A. A. Lundgaard of Cornell, who 
was appointed delegate to the next 
convention of the State Association 
of Supervisors to be held at Lan­ 
sing in February, 
Informed 
the 
board that the proposal would come 
up at the meeting, and he wished 
to obtain the sentiment 
of 
the 
county board with regard to the 
matter. 
The relative merits of the 
two plana for naming the county’s 
law enforcement officer were dis­ 
cussed, but the board did not make 
an official expression of its choice. 
Prosecuting Attorney Glenn W. 
Jackson, in discussing the subject, 
said that there had been agitation 
along this line for several years, 


and it appeared likely that propon­ 
ents of the appointment plan would 
offer a bill to the state legialature. 
“As for myself, I have not yet 
decided what would be the best 
system,’’ Mr. Jackson said. “’There 
are some things that can be said 
on both sides, and it is evident 
that the proposal deserves the care­ 
ful consideration of everyone inter­ 
ested in law enforcement. 
It is in 
principle the same as substituting 
the convention system for the pri­ 
mary system of naming public of­ 
ficers. 
“Proponents of the new plan con­ 
tend thut the sheriff’s department 
should be placed on the same basis 
as the city police department, hold­ 
ing their places by appointment. 
They claim it tende to keep good 
men in office and gives the county 
board a chance to promptly dis­ 
miss those who have proved to be 
unfit. 
That the appointment sys­ 
tem induces a better class of men 
to go into this work because of the 
guarantee they will hold office as 
long as they perform their duty is 
another agrument offered. 
“On the other hand, you are tak­ 
ing from the people the right to 
elect their sheriff. It is also a change 
from the primary to the convention 
system, which might carry with it 
some of those evils attendant to 
the latter.’’

Approval in part of a plan draft­ 
ed by Theodore W allenslager, Me­ 
nom inee county supervisor, for the 
financing of the rural mail delivery 
roads In the state by diversion of 
a share of the gasoline tax fund to 
the counties, was give* 
by

D elta county board of supervisors 
at its regular meeting yesterday. 
The proposal will be presented to 
the next legislature by State Sena­ 
tor H. J. Rushton of Escanaba. 
A 
resolution, 
embodying 
the 
principles 
of 
the 
W allenslager 
plan, which specified th at a sum of 
$300 per mile of county roads be 
paid tho respective counties, was 
presented originally by Supervisor 
H elm er Bruce of Bark River- 
Su­ 
pervisor George Geniesse and oth­ 
ers, however, objected strenuously 
to the naming of a specific amount 
of money, and Supervisor Bruce as 
a result agreed 
to 
change the 
wording of his resolution. 
It was 
adopted then without a dissenting 
vote. 
Amended Resolution. 
The amended resolution reads as 
follows: 
“Be it resolved, that we urge the 
members of the state legislature 
to pass aa act for the purpose of 
paying to the several counties of 
the state out of the gas tax fund, 
a substantial proportionate share 
of said fund to be used by the 
county road commissions of said 
counties in the construction and 
m aintenance of rural post roads, 
and th at said act to further provide 
th at all rural post roads shall be­ 
come a part of the county road 
system or good roads district.” 
“The plan seeks to secure better 
roads in the rural sections of the 
state, but it appears that th e state 
highway departm ent and the ad­ 
m inistration do not look very kind­ 
ly toward such a move. 
It is pre­ 
dicted that the issue will precipi­ 
tate a battle royal in the next legis­ 
lature, in which the city constitu­ 
encies will be pitted against the 
rural representatlvee.

A plan to close the deer season 
for two years and then open it 
every other year to perm it the 
killing of one deer of either sex, 
was endorsed by the Delta county 
board of supervisors at the regular 
meeting held yesterday. 
The action was taken after the 
reading of a resolution adopted by 
the M arquette county board of bu 
pervisors at a recent meeting, em­ 
bodying the same provisions. 
The 
resolution, adopted by the Delta 
county supervisors, asks that the 
state representative 
and 
senator 
support the proposal when it is pre­ 
sented at the next legisalture. 
The enormous kill of deer during 
the last season, which closed No­ 
vember 30, has aroused conserva­ 
tionists of the upper peninsula to 
the need of legislation to prevent 
the extinction of deer. 
The resolution was offered by 
Supervisor VV. J. Miller of Rapid 
River, and was adopted unanimous­ 
ly without any discussion of the 
matter. 
To 8ell Warehouse. 
The Delta county road commis­ 
sion and the committee of road, 
bridges and safety was authorized 
by th e county board to sell the 
form er 
warehouse 
and 
adjacent, 
land, located at North Seventh ave­ 
nue and North Eighteenth street, 
if a purchaser can be found. 
A. A. Lundgaard of Cornell was 
appointed ae delegate to th e con­ 
vention of the State Association of 
Supervisors at Lansing on Febru­ 
ary 5, 6 and 7. 
A resolution was 
passed, instructing Mr. Lundgaard 
to use his own best judgment as to 
proposals that will come up before 
the meeting.

SHOULD BE 0. K. 
At Last—Casey Jones Is Going 
to Have His Day in Court! 


Escanaba citizens are urged to 
carefully inspect the entire h eat­ 
ing plants in their homes by Fire 
Chief Arvid Johnson as a preven­ 
tion m easure against costly fires. 
Each year large num bers 
of 
fires are 
caused 
by 
defective 
chimneys, smokepipes, stoves and 
furnaces, 
unclean 
chimneys, 
stoves and smokepipes too near 
unprotected woodwork, o v erh e at­ 
ing of stoves and furnaces 
and 
unscreened fire places. 
Causes of blazes are outlined 
in a bulletin received 
by 
Fire 
Chief Johnson from the state fire 
m arsh a l’s office: 
“ A clean chimney, free from 
<-racks. loose brick 
and 
m ortar 
and other defects is a prim e es­ 
sential. 
No woodwork should he 
in contact with a 
chimney. 
A 
safe, sound stove. 
furnace 
or 
boiler is no less im portant. 
The 
smokepipee m ust be sound, well 
jointed, riveted or wired together, 
and fit well into a chim ney thin- 
ble. 
A sound and safe chimney 
stove and smokepipe is necessary 
to confine th e fire. 
Wall paper, 
wood or rags over o r in flue holes 
cannot confine the fire. 
“ A nother class of fires 
comes 
from radiated 
heat. 
Ceilings, 
partitions and walls nearer than 
two feet to a stove, boiler or fu r­ 
nace need protection of 
asbestos 
board and sheet metal. Such pro­ 
tection is needed on 
woodwork 
.above the sm okepipe unless there 
is a clearance of one and one-half 
tim es th e diam eter of such pipe. 
A clearance of once th e diam eter 
to unprotected woodwork on the 
side is considered safe. 
W here a 
sm okepipe passes th ru a 
p arti­ 
tion it should be surrounded by 
m asonry o r a double ventilated, 
m etal 
thim ble 
and 
asbestos 
board. 
Floors 
u n d er 
stoves 
should 'be 
protected 
by 
m etal 
stove board extending 
well 
in 
fro n t o f th e ash pit door. 
F u r­ 
naces and boilers should never he 
installed 
on 
wooden 
floors. 
W here 
hotel 
and 
restau ran t 
ran g e s are installed on wooden 
floors heavy floor protection of 
asbestos and metal is needed. As­ 
bestos protection on 
woodwork 
w ithin one inch 
from 
hot 
air 
pipes is also 
required. 
Other 
heating plant fires are caused by 
sparks on poor, punky

Slim W ebb was kept busy 
stoking th e fire— Casey’s patented 
w’hi8tles w ere known to th e fire­ 
men as “ steam w asters,” a n d the 
firem en who traveled with him 
had to keep right 
on 
th e 
job. 
Fifty miles o u t of Memphis they 
ycere delayed by a ' broken-down 
freight train, and they 
w ere 
30 
m inutes late when they resum ed 
their journey. 
Like ult engineers, Casey hated 


to be behind time. He “opened 
her up,” and th e tra in slid along 
th e rails at b etter th an a mile-a- 
minute. 
The F atal W reck. 
Just before you get to V aughn, 
Miss., th ere is a long curve, w ith 
a siding where fre ig h t train s w ait 
for the expresses to go by. 
Two 
freights were on th is siding. One 
of them h ad n ’t yet gotten com­ 
pletely off th e m ain track. 
T he 
night was foggy an d the engine 
went rocking aro u n d the curve. 
Then, a scant h u n d red yards 
away, Casey saw th e tail-end of 
th e freight train on 
the 
track 
ahead of him. 
W ith a wild yell he 
jam m ed on th e brakes, calling to 
Webb, “ Jum p 
Slim, 
an d 
save 
yourself! ” 
Webb jum ped and escaped un­ 
hurt. 
Casey’s locomotive, brakes 
screeching plowed into the freight 
train. Jam m in g th e airb rak e lever 
tightly, Casey Jones stuck to his 
post and died. 
B ut his fidelity to 
duty saved h is passengers. In the 
last few seconds 
he 
had slowed 
th e tra in ’s speed enough so that 
he was the only person killed. 
The railroaders took his death 
hard. In the Jackson roundhouse 
were two colored engine wipers 
who 
grieved 
especially 
hard. 
These two 
m en 
w ere 
W allace 
Saunders and Ike W entw orth. 
A s 
days w ent by they stru n g together 
a sort of chant about Casey and 
his last ride, and in a few m onths 
this chant w as com mon property 
among Memphis railroaders. 


Song Is W ritten. 
Then, one day, a professional 
song w riter 
happened 
to 
visit 
Memphis. 
H e h ea rd 
th e 
song, 
twisted it about and polished it 
up— and m ade a fortune. Ten m il­ 
lion copies of “ Casey Jo n es” have 
been sold, not to m ention count­ 
less phonograph records and piano 
rolls. 
For ten years Mrs. Jones w as 
unable to escape from it. 
Every­ 
where she w ent she heard it. 
If 
she entered a th e ate r, th e orches­ 
tra was sure to strik e it up as a 
supposed com plim ent to her. 
She 
tried to have it suppressed. 
Mrs. Jones, born Janie Brady, 
married Casey in Jackson, Tenn., 
in 1886. 
On th e 
m orning 
of 
Casey's death she h ad gotten the 
children off to school 
and 
w as 
busy about th e 
house 
when 
a 
neighbor called h e r to th e back 
fence. 
“ I knew by th e expression on 
her face th a t som ething had hap­ 
pened.” says Mrs. Jones. “ I felt 
that Casey had had an accident. ‘I 
want to tell you ab o u t your hus­ 
band.* the neighbor began. Then 
she faltered. 
I said, ‘Go ahead. 
Tell me— is he d e a d ? ’ The neigh­ 
bor woman ju st sobbed and nod­ 
ded her head.”

Charles E verett Scott, age 79, 
one of th is city’s most highly re­ 
spected 
citizens, 
passed 
aw ay 
Thursday afternoon at 3:40 o’clock 
at a local hospital where he had 
been taken Monday afternoon in 
a critical condition. 
Mr. Scott suffered a severe a t­ 
tack of influenza six 
years 
ago. 
from which he never com pletely re­ 
covered. T hree years ago cataracts 
formed over his eyes and he be­ 
came alm ost blind. 
Last week he 
was taken ill and developed pneu­ 
monia and he was adm itted to the 
hospital w here his aged wife re­ 
mained a t the bedside until the 
end came. 
Mr. Scott was born at Holyoke. 
Mass., April 30. 1849. 
At the age 
of two years he was brought to 
N eenah. Wis., by his parents w here 
he grew to manhood. 
H e worked 
In Green Bay where he m et Miss 
M ary H. Last. whom he m arried 
April 3, 1872. 
The couple lived in 
M enominee for some 
tim e 
afte r 
th e ir m arriage. - 
Came Here in 1879. 
In 1879 Mr. and Mrs. Scott cam e 
to this city and were engaged by 
the Ford River Lumber com pany, 
conducting their boarding house 
a t Ford River. 
At th at tim e the 
lum ber com pany employed several 
hundred men. and after one year 
Mr. and Mrs. Scott returned to Me­ 
nom inee where they conducted a 
sim ilar house for the Menominee 
R iver Lum ber company 
for 
Ave 
years. 
They went west for three 
years and returned to M enominee. 
In 1893 they came to W ells w here 
they conducted the W ells boarding 
house for the I. Stephenson Lum ­ 
ber com pany. 
This w as during the year of the 
w orld's fa ir and Mr. and Mrs. Scott 
w ent to Chicago three tim es to see 
th e exposition. 
They rem ained at 
W ells until 1926 when they opened 
a store in the Spies building at 
M enominee and two days a fte r the 
opening th e etore burned to the 
ground. 
They 
returned 
to this 
city and opened a store on Tenth 
stree t in the W atch building, and 
la ter moved to the Corcoran build­ 
ing. corner of Ludington stree t and 
Stephenson avenue; then to Lud­ 
ington and Sixth streets, on the 
site 
w here 
th e 
postoffice 
now 
stands. 
A fter three years in that 
location they 
conducted 
a fruit 
store at 807 Ludington street, and 
tw enty years ago moved to 1207 
Ludington street, where they have 
been ever since. 
Widow Only Survives. 
The couple had eeven children 
who have passed away, and Mrs. 
Scott is th e sole survivor. 
Mr. Scott was a m em ber of the 
F irst Presbyterian church. 
H e was 
alw ays interested in all civic af­ 
fairs and took interest in all local 
activities. 
The body was removed to the 
A nderson Funeral Home w here it 
will rem ain. 
No definite funeral 
arrangem ents have been m ade. 
In the passing of Mr. Scott, the 
city loses a good 
citizen;
